We are reluctant to share that 
view, yet it must be admitted that all is not 
well in Soccer in this country. 

Only by analysing the problems and head- 
aches will they be cured. The blind optimists 
who regard all criticism as destructive, and 
who insist great prosperity beckons Soccer in 
1982, fool nobody. 

It would be nice to kick-off this first editor- 
ial of the New Year with predictions of a 
marvellous forthcoming season. Alas, that 
would be less than an honest assessment. 

At club level, the bi competition — 
the Philips League — flounders and even its 
greatest supporters are resigned to the fact 
that it will not continue in its present form 
after 1962,

Virtually every club in the PSL over- 
spends, some more than others. The kitty is 
not bottomless. It does not make sense to 
spend twice as much as you earn. That is the 
recipe for financial crisis. 

On the international scene, Australia must 
surely be heartened by the rapid progress 
shown by several members of the excellent 
World Youth Championships side. We can- 
not be too generous in our praise of boys like 
Blair, Wheatley, Raskopoulos, Kay, Koussas, 
Mitchell and Crino. 

The youngsters brought joy to the hearts of 
all Soccer followers in this country with their 
displays against Argentina, Cameroon, Eng- 
land and West Germany. With a little luck, 
they could have won the Cola-Cola Cup, a 
feat which seemed far beyond their 
Cag when the Championships kicked 
off. 

With such talent in the pipeline, it can 
never be said that Soccer in this great sport- 
ing nation has achieved nothing in the past 
25 years. 

It will, however, have to achieve a lot more 
in the next 25 years. We are keeping our 
fingers crossed.

It has followed months of 
intense negotiations and 
now has only to be ratified 
by Downer’s members in 
the next few days. 

It creates a new umbrella 
company, Canberra ay 
Olympians Pty Ltd whicl 
will control the football 
side in the PSL this season. 

Each club will nominate 
five directors to serve on 
the new, 50-50 Board. 

As Canberra Arrows’ 
new president, Mr John 
Haslem said: “Canberra 
puts up a team, supplies a 
coach, sponsorship, mem- 
bership of the Philips 
League, Youth League 
membership and a youth 
league squad while also 
guaranteeing 50 percent of 
any deficit on operations.” 


‘And the Greeks ? They 
have put up $150,000 — 
$50,000 this season and 
$50,000 over each of the 
next two seasons. ~ 

Supporters say it is a vi- 
able and stronger entity, 
‘one that can withstand the 
ever-increasing costs of 
Australian top Soccer while 
paying off existing and con- 
siderable Canberra debts. 

Detractors would say 
that it could guarantee the 
Greeks a ready-made PSL 
squad and one of the 
League’s best coaches with- 
in the next two years — 
perhaps less. 

Bang would go a city's 
dreams of a multi-cultural, 
non-ethnic club. 

‘There can be no doubts 
that the close season was 
one of the most difficult 
and precarious in Canber- 
ra’s history. 

But they did at least pay 


up all but one player, John 
Massa, and catch up with 
all outstanding PSL fees. 

‘And there is no denying 
that costs will still be exces- 
sive. 

Even with a tightening of 
the purse strings and the 
infusion of the $50,000 
from Downer, Canberra 
expects to make but a tiny 
profit for the year. 

The other point that 
many fans don’t like is this 
condition as read out to a 
recent extraordinary meet- 
ing of Canberra’s founda- 
tion and company 
members:

From 12 m to 20 m out best results usually are obtained by hitting 
the ball low and hard towards the bottom corners. It is more difficult 
for a goalkeeper to get down to a ball than stop it in the air.

But there is also bad news, ironically involving Mari- 
jan’s brother, Alex, who, at 21, has to take at least a year 
off from Soccer because of a pelvic injury. 

Alex played with the injury for six months last year, 
but it finally got very bad during the Croatian toumna- 
ment in November. 

Marcos Silva and Nelio Borges have been holidayi 
in Brazil, and the club can't wait for the return of ett 
South American skills. 

They are due back in a couple of weeks, and the club 
will have to negotiate with Sydney City to secure Borges, 
as he was only on loan last season, 

Two weeks hry Sapa left winger Hilton Silva went 
on the transfer list. 


And Croatia are also faced with a lack of depth, 
following the transfer of four back-up players — Brian 
Parker, Kevin Dobson, Vic Juchniewicz and Wayne 
Cootes — to Riverwood for ee 

Former APIA and North Sydney boss, Fil Bottalico, 
was chosen as first grade coach in November, and there 
will obviously be pressure on him to have the side 
challenging for honours once more, 

The second grade job went to Luke Fabianic, replac- 
ing last year's player-coach Maurice Sullivan (who left 
because of business commitments), and Fabianic’s third 
grade position has gone to Bill Bicanic. 

Fabianic, who won the State League and Grand Final 
for Croatia in 1977, was the caretaker coach of first grade 
for the Croatian tournament at the end of last year after 
the departure of Dom Kapetanovic. 

Midfielder Wally Savor has returned to the squad after 
a year on loan to Riverwood, and Greg Matheson, who 
has been trialling, is likely to sign from North Sydney on 
a free transfer. 


MANLY-WARRINGAH 


Manly’s squad lines up much the same to 
last year, but the main blow has been the 
departure of three goalkeepers, Mark Dow- 
er, Chris Cassettari and Glen Carroll. 

Dower has moved to Gosford, while Cassettari and 
last year's third grade keeper Carroll are both taking 
breaks from football to concentrate on studies. 

Steve Ellis, who kept both Dower and Cassettari out 
of the first grade sis or the last half of the 1981 season, 
remains, but Mick Jones is worried as he has no 
back-up. 

Other player to leave are defenders Udo Kramer 
(returning to Germany) and Brian Stocks (retired, but 
will serve as trainer at Manly this year) and midfielder 
Pino Palamaro, who is coaching in a local league. 

Jones reckons he has “one or two irons in the fire” 
regarding new signings, while central defender John 
Dick has returned to the club after working in Perth for 


two years. 

Another player to come back to the side is defender 
Neil Watson. 

The youngsters Jones expects to press for first team 
selection are Jeff Barker (an exceptional talent, he said), 
Peter Sprott, and a boy called Fox, although he couldn't 
remember his first name (no relation to first grade player 
Dudley Fox).

Melita announced the signing of three 
players from Sydney Olympic yesterday be- 


fore the trial match against Wollongong 
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Wolves — full-back Greg Ankudinoff and 
midfielders Alex Jamieson and Mick Cross 
— for a package fee believed to be about 
$10,000, 

Four first pe players left during the summer, but 
the signing of five established new players (possibly six) 
and the addition of some promising youngsters has kept 
up the quality of the first grade squad. 

Tt was apparent that several players were unhappy in 
1981 and wanted away for the new year. g 

First to go was goalkeeper Terry Greedy, to St George. 
for $1,000, followed by midfielder John Stoddart to 
Riverwood for $750. 

Those small fees may seem unusual, but they were 
written into some of the players’ contracts a couple of 
years ago 
Terry Jones ($3,500) and then Mickey Berry ($4,400) 
followed Stoddart to Riverwood. 

Coach Vic Dalgleish has reinforced the midfield and 
front-line, but his main priority at the moment is the left- 
back position. 

‘Apart from the three from Olympic, the other main 
signing is John McKie (21), who came from Scotland in 
1980 to join Leichhardt when Willie Wallace took over as 
coach. However he had trouble holding down a regular 
spot, and was sold to Melita for $2,000. 


MELITA'S NEW SIGNING, ALEX JAMIESON 


Midfielder Bobby Yousiph was signed for free from 
North Sydney, having played for Avala last season, while 
David Rogers (20), also a midfielder, came on a free 
transfer from Second Division Baulkham Hills, and 
coach Dalgleish feels he is good enough to break into the 
first grade team this year. 

Another midfielder, Robbie Watt, only came out to 
Australia in November from Scotland, where he played 
for a junior team called Rosemount, and he has also 
impressed the coach, 

“He's 19, and he’s a real Billy Bremner,” Dalgleish 
said, “If anything's standing still, he'll still kick it!” 

‘Three younger players who might make the grade this 
= are 16-year-old striker Lenny Vial (signed for $250 

rom Auburn's successful third grade side) 15-year-old 
right midfielder or winger, Roger Vella, and midfielder 
Brett Thornthwaite, 

Thornthwaite has been trialling with Watford in Eng- 
land, who have offered him a contract, but he is coming 
back to try and break into first grade at Melita. 

If he does so, it is likely that he will sign for Watford in 
September. 

Midfielder or central defender Vernon Darvill agreed 
terms last week, and left-back Bobby McPherson is 
coming back after breaking a bone in his ankle in the last 
game of the 1981 competition (away to Monaro). He 
should be ready for the start of the State League (in 
which Melita’s first game is ironically against Monaro). 

“The break wasn’t detected for five weeks,” McPher- 
son said about the injury, “‘and those five weeks really 
stuffed me up.” 

Winger Hector Martinez has spent the summer in 
America, Italy and Greece, and he is expected back by 
mid-February. 

Dalgleish wants to sign Canterbury goalkeeper Alex 
McPherson, although there seems to be no record of his 
contract. This is causing a delay, added to the fact that 
McPherson is getting married soon, which gives last 
year's reserve keeper, Steve Luxford, plenty of time to 
grab the first-team spot. He showed up well in the recent 
trial match against Leichhardt. 

In charge of second grade this year is Keith Piper, who 
took Auburn's third grade to premiership and grand final 
victory last year, while last year’s under 15 coach, 
George Genovese, has the third grade job. 


NORTH SYDNEY 


North Sydney’s team will almost com- 
pletely consist of teenagers this year, with 
the, possible addition of a couple of experi- 
enced players — including coach Archie 
Blue and new signing Matt Guildea — to 
guide the youngsters. 

Even if they got players on free transfers or on loan, 
those players would want higher match payments than 
the club could afford, And Blue (secretary as well coach) 
said all players will get a uniform payment. 


Most of last season’s first-team players were placed on 
free transfers at the end of last year, while Bobby 
McGinn and John Morsello were only on Joan, from 
Leichhardt and Monaro respectively. 

Versatile Alex Bottalico and ceeper Vic Lilli 
joined Canterbury, while several players are still trialli 
with other clubs Greg Matheson and Mick Dale wi 
Croatia, Bob Stenning with Yugal, Robbie Rettore and 
Rocko Minutolo with Leichhardt U19s, Robbie Lucchisi 
with Sydney City U19s). 

However Blue says some of last year’s players who are 
Still undecided about their future may be back. “If they 
can better themselves, good luck to them, but to move 
sideways or backwards, they'd be silly.” 

‘The youngsters who will form the first grade squad this 
year are: Paul Katsivelas, Gareth Jones (goalkeepers), 
Steven Hill, John Silvestri (full-backs), Tom Jukic (cen- 
tre-defence), Emmanuel Da Costa, Alistair Duff (de- 
fence or midfield), Fraser Robin, Joe Petaccia, Jimmy 
Burke, Mark Jukic (midfielders), Craig Culshaw, Tony 
Vizza (midfield or forward), (Nab peeraails 
Sultana (forwards), 

‘The well-known face (apart from Blue) in the North 
Sydney line-up will be Matt Guildea, who is likely to fit 
into midfield, although he can play anywhere. 

Guildea played for New Zealand 11 times at centre- 
forward, came to Australia to join Western Suburbs, 
where he played at centre-half in the same team as Blue, 
and then went to Hong Kong about four ae where 
he played centre-forward again and finished as top 
goalscorer there. 

At35, he is still fit, and last year played in an amateur 
team. 

The main reason why Blue and Guildea are in the 
‘squad is too give the youngsters a helping hand, and Blue 
said they may play one half each. 

Blue, approaching 42, said: "My playing will only be 
good if I can give the team some confidence, but if I can't 
help the team it’s stupid.” 


POLONIA 


Polonia look like relying on several young 
players this year with the loss of a number 


experienced players. 
Last year’s captain and centre-back, Ricky Budini, 
joined Marconi for about $4,000 (although it was initially 


Claimed by Polonia that they would get $25,000 for him), 
full-back Salle Maitre has moyed to Brisbane where he is 
likely to play for the local Polonia club (North Brisbane), 
while Anito Budini, David Jirsa and Graham Sookee 
have yet to return to Gia 

Star goalkeeper Zieey Kalinowski has been caught up 
in the turmoil in Poland, although club officials claim he 
is ready to leave as soon as a clearance comes feos 

‘There is a possibility that a couple of other Polish 
players may come to Australia. They are Kwapisz (30- 

year-old striker who toured Australia with his eh ee 

farsaw in 1975) and Kowalczyk, a central defender 
from Slansk, the club Kalinowski and Polonia’s midfiel- 
der Ziggy Garlowski played for. 

‘There 1s also the possibility Garlowski’s brother, a full- 
back with Slansk, may come to Australia. 

Two young Ku-ring-gai players have been trialling 
with the club, but they have yet to sign.

ae signing eight, probably nine, experi- 
enced State League players for an outlay of 
000, Riverwood coach Atti Abonyi an- 
nounced on the weekend that he now had 
the players he wanted to mould into a good 
unit for the start of the State League com- 
petition. 

Initially secured was midfielder Johnny Stoddart (from 
Melita for $750), a player Abonyi has great admiration 
for, after signing him for Melita when he was in charge 
there in 1980. 

Then in January, Abonyi signed forward Terry Jones, 
also from Melita, for $3,500, central striker Barry 
Walker on a free transfer from St George, goalkeeper 
Wally Lachowicz from Bankstown for about $4,000, and 
four players from Croatia in a $13,500 package deal — 
right winger Brian Parker, midfielder Vic Juchniewice 
(who was on loan to Parramatta at the end of last 
season), defender Kevin Dobson, and defender or mid- 
fielder Wayne Cootes. 

‘The breakdown for the four players from Croatia was: 
Parker $6,000, Dobson $5,000, Juchniewicz $2,000 and 
Cootes $500. 

On Saturday, Melita midfielder or full-back Mickey 
Berry was signed for $4,400, while St George striker 
Barry Walker is likely to join the club on a free transfer 
when he returns from New Zealand. 

Abonyi knows the abilities of most of the new players 
from his successful coaching days at Croatia and Melita 

Wayne Cootes, at 22, is the least known of the new 
signings, but he was a regular for two of Abonyi’s three 
years at Croatia, and also in 1980, but he faded out of the 
‘team last year. He can play anywhere on the leftside, but 


‘Abonyi says he would prefer to play him in midfield or at 
full-back than in his old position of winger. 

A definite weakness in the team last year was the low 
goal tally — third lowest in the league. Parker and Jones, 
two wide forward players, have obviously been signed to 
improve the service to the central striker, who looks like 
being Walker. 

Defenders George Harris and John Wignall have both 
retired, while a number of players, particularly reserve 
graders, have been placed on the transfer list, including 
Johnny Lee (at $4,500) and Billy Bulloch ($4,000). 

Abonyi said there were 10 or 12 players, many of 
whom played first grade last year, with a question mark 
beside their names. They can either go somewhere else 
or drop back to second or third grade, he said. 

“Five or six youngsters played in first grade last year 
through injuries to regular players, and as they are only 
16 or 17, another year in second grade will give them 
more experience,” Abonyi said. 

“We now have a better playing staff than last year, and 
this will help the young players.” 

Abonyi is disappointed Gavin Landon, who played in 
first grade all through last year after signing from 


“Incredible,” Abonyi said. “I was hoping for big 
things from him this year on next year.” 

Abonyi said one player to watch this year is Seraf 
Kumsuz (17), who burst onto the first grade scene very 
quickly last year, but, after a few games, made an even 
quicker departure. 

“He's doing tremendously well in trial games. He’s 
filling out, and he has developed both mentally and 
physically.”

However, sweeper Vic Dal Forno has been overseas, 
and Watkiss says he won't be looking to Dal Forno until 
the start of the competition proper, to give him time to 
reach full fitness. 

Up front, Peter Beggs has returned to St re after 
playing on loan for the last half of 1981, and the $10,000 
asking price for him is too much for the Sharks, while the 
future of Paul and Tony Bush is undecided. 

“T haven't got a sweeper at all, and as for strikers, we 
are very, very limited. I will have to go into the market 
and look for a striker — that is almost a certainty,” 
‘Watkiss said. “We haven't got much coming through the 
younger grades in the way of strikers. 

“We're not very strong with back-up goalkeepers 
either, as Steve McKenna, the third grade keeper, has 
gone to Melbourne, and Richard Davies hasn't turned 
up.” 


Watkiss appeared a little disappointed at having to go 
outside the Sutherland area to make signings, as the club 
Prides itself on its local products. 

Paul Bush, who ran third in the NSW U21 Player of 
the Year last year, is transfer-listed at $8,000, while older 
brother Tony only turned up for training last week. _ 

Keith and Ron Schumann have returned to training 
after suffering bad leg injuries, but Watkiss says they still

Very few people I've seen train like he does,” 
The most promising youngster in the club at the 
moment is midfielder Shane Clinch, who Watkiss says 
will be seen in the first team quite regularly this year.

Yugal kept a low profile over the summer, 
reappointing coach Ilija Takacs, who took 
them to the First Division championship last 
season, and re-signing all the players who 
were part of last year’s team. 

The only loss was that of big Dave McIntosh, It was his 
central defensive partnership with John Clarke that was 
probably the key factor Yugal won promotion last year, 
but he was only on loan from St George, and, apart from 
the fact that the transfer fee was too high for Yugal, he 
has decided to try and break back into the Saints’ PSL 
side this year. 

Blacktown City defender or striker Peter Cuk and 
North Sydney defender Bob Stenning have been trial- 
ling, and there are also negotiations to sign a Yugos- 
Javian forward, but that could take some time to come 


It will be interesting to see if the players can readily 
adapt to State League standard, and the club's best assets 
from last year’s squad look to be sweeper Clarke, 
goalkeeper Peter Berry and midfielder Dems McGrath.

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PSL CLUBS WILL 
DOMINATE CUP

The New South Wales Ampol Cup gets underway this week, 
and most of the interest will be.in Group C. 


In that group, the Philips League pre- 
miers (Sydney City), the NSW State 
League champions (Croatia), and the 
NSW Grand Final winners and PSL new- 
comers for 1982 (St George) are gathered 
for what should be an excellent contest. 

With only two spots available for the 
quarter-finals, there is every possibility 
that one of the two Philips League clubs in 
this group could be “bounced” by Croatia. 

And that side could be St George, as 
they may take the risk of being knocked 
out in order to test back-up players, as they 
did last year. 

All the other PSL clubs in the competi- 
tion appear to have been given armchair 
rides into the quarter-finals; Marconi in A, 
Leichhardt and Wollongong in B, and 
Sydney Olympic in D. 

Of course, the beauty of Cup football is 
that upsets are always on the cards, and 
many State League teams will raise their 
game when they come up against the 
powerful clubs. 

However, it appears some clubs will be 
approaching it as a training run — particu- 
larly PSL clubs which seem assured of a 
quarter-final spot and State League clubs 
which have hardly any hope of qualifying. 

Take for example the words of Mick 
Jones, whose Manly side is up against 
Wollongong and Leichhardt. He said he 
was not looking for success in the Ampol 
Cup, and that a quarter-final spot was the 
furthest thing from his mind, 

Sadly that defeatist attitude (although, 
perhene realistic) is shared by several 
“State League clubs. 

Group A will be keenly watched as it 
pos several interesting clashes, with 

interbury, Riverwood, Blacktown and 
Marconi fighting it out. 

State Leaguers also have a quarter-final 
opening in Group D, where Melita and 
Sutherland will challenge for quarter-final 
berths with Sydney Olympic. Johnny Wat- 
kiss, Sutherland's coach, openly admits his 
team will be understrength for the Cup, 
which should give Melita the edge. 

All teams will get a bye in one out of the 
five weeks scheduled for the initial round- 
robin, before the quarter-finals, which are 
pencilled in for March 17 and 19.
